The examiner notes that claims 16-18 and 22 would impose a serious burden on 
the examiner since they do not require the limitations of the injector and the pacemaker 
that limit the method claims to the examiner's area of expertice. Claims 1619 and 22 
would be classified elsewhere and the mere intended use of an injector and/or a 
pacemaker would not render the claims allowable for the same reasons as the method.
